WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 6.—The Germans in- 
troduced gas warfare, forting modern 
soldiers to wear gas masks. Now after 
the use of masks has proved an effec- 
tive weapon against gas he is using a 
new weapon to force the allied soldiers 
to take off masks that they may: be 
easily ..killed by -his lethal . phosgine 
and diphosgine gases. : 

The weapon is nothing more or less 
than sneezing powder fired. in high: ex- 
plosive-shells. This sneezing powder 
percolafes- tnrough mask respirators 


lead the men to take off their masks 
and to receive the full “effect .of lethal 
gasea. “Tt has been used againat 
Americans. The method in use is to 
fire a number of sneezing powder 
shells just before a gas attack or to 


shells. 

‘Allied soldiers~ get the ordinary, gas 
warning, put on: -masks and ‘goon 
fighting, disregarding gas shells. Thén 
along: come the sneezing shells; and 
the soldier--who: cannot resist: taking 
off his mask receives the full effect’ 
of deadly gases. 

Composition of New Shell. 

I can state that effective methods 
have been devised against this weapon 
as against other war traps of the 
heinous Hun. Today I examined one 
of the sneezing shells which was cap- 
tured comiplete. With a cartridge in, 
the affair was about three feet in 
length and in diameter about four and 
a half inches. The interior of the 
shell was. filled with a suhstance 
which when dug away showed a glass 
container embedded in a high explo- 
sive and containing poison in the form 
of a very fine powder, which, when 
the shell éxplodes, scatters like dust. 
The range of such a shell is up to 
seven miles. 

Experiences of allied soldiers and 
captured material show that the ene- 
my is unceasingly trying new tricks in 
gas warfare. It_is not permitted to 
give many details, but it is seldom a 
month passes without his trying. some 
new gas. Most of his recent efforts 
have been ineffective and allied ex- 
perts have been successful in making 
gas masks effective against all gases 
tried so far. _ i 

The German now uses his gases in 
four methods: First, clouds, which 
depend on a favorable wind; second, 
projectors, also depending on the wind; 
third, léng-range artillery gas shells, 
and, fourth, hand grenades. Deadly 
gases, such as phosgine and diphos- 
gine, are used in short-range guns, 
while neutralization gas, intended only 
to prevent activities of allied soldiers 
far back of the lines, is used at long 
range. Mustard gas is much used ih 
this way. The latest perfection in the 
use of lethal gases is to fire tweélve or 
more mortars shooting large calibre 
shells at the same time by an eléctrical 
arrangement, 
concentration.

He told me 
that -during the three months he was 
in the Harz mines he had lost thirty- 
three pounds. He had been solidly 
built, and it: could: be easily seen that 
he had been vigorous and healthy, but 
when I saw him he was incredibly ‘thin 
and so weak that he could hardly cross 
. room without stopping repeatedly, 

eaning on pieces of furniture or sup- 
—* himself on boxes piled there. 

“ Englishmen are also badly treated 
in the mines. I found out that three 
of seven who were sent: back to 
Hameln died. 

“ Package. service does not. exist in 
the mines and the prisoners: receive 
practically nothing. Their only nour- 
ishment- is from. thin soup made of 
barley or cabbage, sometimes salted 
eodfish eggs and those of other fish 
which it is impossible to eat. There 
are few potatoes and very little bread. 
It is impossible for a man to. work 
without becoming sick or: weakened to 
the point of falling. 

“ The men are struck with rifle butts 
and the flat side of bayonets and are 
placed in dark cells- on bread and 
water. These cells are known to —* 
mine prisonefs as ‘ hot chambers,’ .

| It is’not the purpose to remove Consul 
Caldwell, as the: Government here is 
satisfied, as is‘Ambassador Francis, that 
Mr. Caldwell has acted with strict pro- 
priety and has-not interfered in Russian 
affairs. ‘‘ Our Consul at Viadivostok,”’ 
it was explained in a statement made at 
the State Department, ‘‘ has done noth- 
ing in any way that was not entirely 
proper. Ofcourse, all the warring fac- 
tions come to him, and it is his duty to 
report. He has not given any encour- 
‘agement to any of them.”’ 

The demand made by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment is looked .upon as a move to 
force the United States to recognize it. 
There was no indication at the State 

rtment’ today of early recognition 
of the Soviet Government. The fradi- 
tional policy of the, United States has 
been not to accord recognition of a Gov- 
‘ernment until it had proved its ability 
to discharge its international obligation. 


LONDON;! May 6.—A Reuter’ dispatch 
from Tokio says that the Russian au- 
thorities at Irkutsk have arrested the 
Japanese Vice Consul and also the Pres- 
ident, of the Japanese Association on the 
charge of being military spies.

This government was overthrown by 
what is described in German telegrams, 
which are our only sources of informa- 
tion, as an insurrection of peasants un- 
der the leadership of General Skoropau- 
ski. 

All this news is extremely interesting 
and not wholly intelligible. ‘The origins 


{| of Skoropauski's movement are obscure, 


and the important question is whether 
\and 4t is pro-German or anti-German. 

The Wermans themselves, judging by 
their press comments, are by no means 
certain on this point, although the Vice 
Chancellor stated in the Reichstag that 
the new Government ,had promised to 
observe the Brest-Litovsk treaty and the 
terms of the food agreement. 

From. what I know of the-personnel 
of the new Government, I should say it 
is distinctly anti-German and trying to 
make the best of a very bad job. Skoro- 
pauski was the commander of the Che- 
valier Guards Regiment in the Russian 
Army, was ‘an excellent fighting offi- 
cer and a patriot, but wholly innocent 
of politics. 

Vasilenko, the new Premier, is a 
cadet, a Federalist, and a Russian 
patriot, entirely opposed to the perma- 
nent separation of the Ukraine from 
Russia. I spent an evening.swith him at 
his house in Kiev early in December. 
He is a gentle, amiable man in the late 
fifties, -with a gray beard, a slight 
stoop, a quavering voice, and the gen- 
eral appearance of a, typical Russian 
‘‘intelligent ’’ of the old school. 

Vasilenko did not strike me as pos- 
sessing the qualities of a leader. I 
should, imagine he was chosen as Pre- 
mier because of his conciliatory manner 
and’ breadtn of view, which made h.m a 
useful mediator between the. various 
groups; but the fact that the groups 
with. which Vasilenko is most closely 
connected, the cadets and Ukrainian 
Federalists, have consented under the 
circumstances. to form a government is 
very. significant. — 

These groups are 
national aspirations. ‘Whéy are firmly’ 
‘convinced of the necessity of union with 
Russia, and in internal politics they are 
radicals and as such should in the long 
run command the support of: the peas- 
ant proprietors, who form the bulk of 
the population of the Ukraine and could 
hardly in the nature of things sympa- 
thize permanently with the extreme so- 
cialist schemes of the government that 
was deposed last week. 

If these groups decided under German 
occupation to form a government, it 
eertainly was not with the object of 
furthering German schemes, but with 
the idea of undertaking a patriotic duty 
to reduce suffering, restore order, and 
save what can be saved for the future. 

The situation is very instructive for 
the Allies. The cadets have been the 
most consistently pro-Ally party in 
Russia. Shortly before I left Petrograd 
a few weeks ago, when the German 
troops were expected there, the cadet 
Central Committee: indignantly rejected 
the suggestion ‘that they should form a 
government under German protection. 
The cadets and the groups akin to them 
hate the Germans with an intense ha- 
tred and were hoping agairst hope that 
the Allies would give a sign, would de- 
Alare a policy in regard to Russia that 
would give all patriotic Russians an op- 
portunity to rally in. surport of the 
allied cause. 

But if.the AHies wait until the Ger- 
mans gain firm. control. over European 
Russia, . will the Russian. patriots con- 
tinue to refuse to-participate in. the 
internal organization of Russia out of 
platonic affection fér the Allies? Time 
passes. ° The: changes ‘in the Ukraine 
are by no ‘means’ encouraging for: the 
Germans, but at the same time they 
suggest a warning ‘to the Allies.

AMSTERDAM, May 6.—The Govern- 
ment instituted in. the Ukraine ‘under 
General Skoropauski as Hetman, in suc- 
cession to the. Rada Government, is a 
virtual dictatorship by this descendant 
of an old Hetman of the Cossack Re- 
public, it ‘would appear from an account 
of the events leading up to the assump- 
tion of power by the General given in 
the Berlin Vossiche Zeitung. 

‘‘ The entire comedy,’’ says the news- 
paper, ‘‘ was staged on April 29 at Kiev 
in the congrgss of Ukrainian peasants, 
who expressed their desire for a dicta- 
torship. At this moment Skoropauski, 
attired in a Circassian uniform, entered 
a box in the hall, amid great enthusi- 
asm. . The General then walked to the 
stage, where; ‘bowing his acknowledg- 
ment of the loud applause, he proclaimed 
himself Hetman of the Ukraine in these 
words : . 

“ * Only a strong Government can help 
us. I shall rely upon your oath.’ 

‘* General Skoropauski afterward is- 
sued this manifesto: 

*** The Ukrainian State arose, thanks 
to the powerful help of the Central Pqw- 
ers; which, loyal to their promises, will 
continue to fight for the security of the 
Ukraine.” | 

‘“‘ The manifesto also dismissed all the 
Ministers and re-established the right to 
private property.’’ 

The friendliness of the new Ukrainian 
Government to Germany was asserted 
with emphasis also by Friedrich von 
Payer, the Imperial German Vice Chan- 
cellor, in his speech before the Reichs- 
tag .Main Committee last Saturday, in 
which he sought to justify Germany’s 
recent drastic measures in the Ukraine 
by declaring that prominent Ukrainians 
had been caught planning the assassina- 
tion of all German officers. 

The German action had nothing to do 
with the recent change in the Govern- 
ment of the Ukraine, which was chiefly 
due to the dissatisfaction of the peasant 
population with the communistic theories 
that the old Rada had followed, Herr 
von Payer insjsted. . 

“What effect the change will have 
cannot be foreseen, and it is purely a 
Ukrainian affair,” continued the Vice 
Chancellor. ‘‘ We can only wish that 
under the protection of our arms and 
with our diplomatic assistance’ the 
Ukraine may speedily succeed in attain- 
ing normal political conditions.

Soviet Government Not Over-

Rumors of the overthrow of the Bol- 
shefist government are unfounded. 
They probably are due to the fact that 
the Soviet administration contemplates 
‘consolidating itself in a moderate di- 
rection. ‘Trotzky has~ developed into 
an advocate of a sort of a general com- 
\pulsory service, including also the work- 
ers and peasants. The Committee of 
the All-Russian Soviet Congress at 
Moscow agreed to ‘these proposals, 
which, however, are still being resisted 
by the proletariat ‘at large. 

Trotzky now is accused of the same 
treason of which he himself formerly 
accused Kerensky. The People’s Com- 
misioners are now being compelled to 
‘fight the anarchists in the street just 
as Kerensky’s Government. had to fight 
the Bolsheviki during the July adhe 
tion last year. ; 

Next to the establishment of a new 
army, the most reassuring feature is 
that the officials of the Kerensky ré- 
gime, who at the downfall of his admin- 
istration refused to serve untiér the new 
masters, have resumed work. This has 
had the effect of, restoring order to a 
remarkable extent, which is espécially 
visible in ths — — of. tooastutts. 
The feeling that underlies this work of 
reconstruction seems to be a growing 
antipathy for’Germany. 

Many things which no amount of ex- 
hortation and speechifying. could for- 
merly induce the people to do are now 
being done. under the inspiration of.a 
steadily. growing hatred on the part of 
the Russian nation for the German op- 
pressor.

latter part of February and delivered 
in person and orally the ultimatum 
from the-Central Powers to King Fer- 
dinand of Rumania, in which they 
threatened to dethrone him.’ This be- 
came known with the arrival here of the 
American Red Cross mission to Ru- 
mania. Count Czernin’s visit to the new 
Rumanian capital was known only in 
the highest official circles, and the 
fact that it was paid is revealed now 
for the firat time through a correspond- 
ent of The Associated Press, who ac- 
companied the mission. ’ 

The reason for the visit was that the 
Germans and Austrians had determined 
to bring to a speedy conclusion the 
negotiations with Rumania, and had de- 
cided that a threat delivered in person 
by the head of the Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Office: would be more effective 
than reams of documents. So Count 
Czernin was sent on the errand. 

He artived in Jassy about Feb. 25 
and went straight to the King. His 
manner was stern, unbending, ruthless. 
He told the King bluntly that Rumania 
must conclude peace on Germany’s 
terms and do it immediately. There 
must be no further delays, and unless 
Rumania consented to this program the 
Central. Powers purposed’ issuing a 
ukase deposing the Rumanian royal 
house and dividing the entire country 
between Aystria anf Bulgaria. The 
Rumanian King saw no way out, and a 
week later the formal peace negotiat- 
ions were begun. 

The last days before the departure of 
the allied missions from Rumania, on 
March 9, were a gloomy period in Jassy. 
The peace pourparlers had been inftiat- 
ed in Bucharest on March 5, and news 
of the signing of the preliminary arti- 
cles was expected momentarily. The 
Court and Cabinet had been in a state 
of dejection from the date of Count 
Czernin’s mission. 

Queen Marie had fought bitterly 
against any and all peace talk from the 
beginning, and. she had the support of 
the ‘Crown Prince and a considerable 
body of the Rumahian public. The King 
and the Cabinet, however, saw no possi- 
bility of escape. Three days before the

They cannot 
achieve both, says Plunkett, who pro- 
ceeds to say: 

‘““"There is one and only one alternative 
to the disastrous policy upon which the 
Cabinet has embarked and that is to 
set up at once a responsible Government 
in Ireland. The report of the Irish Con- 
vention has shown that it could do this 
with the support of a large body of Irish 
Nationalist and Unionist opinion. 

“They should pass through - Parlia- 
ment without delay the necessary legis- 
lation a8 a war measure. The moment 
the bill i8 passed an InMsh executive, 
broadly representative and composed of 
responsible men who would not shirk 
the “burden of their brief authority, 
should be appointed and ‘should “have 
the task of setting up a Parliament as 
quickly as possible, of promoting volun- 
tary recruiting and generally of carry- 
ing on. 

“The Irish people, given their own in- 
strument of government, would quickly 
show the world what is their real atti- 


tude to this war. It may then dawn 
upon Englishmen that we have in Ire- 
land no problems except those they have 
made, not of malice prepense but 
through incapacity to understand us,” 


Suggests Revising Old Bill. 


Coincidentally with Plunkett's letter 
there is published another from ‘Harold 
Spender; a well-known Liberal journal- 
ist, who asks: 

‘““Why delay to pass a new Home 
Rule bill? Have we not a Home Rule 
act already on the statute book which 
can be put into operation by the repeal 
of the suspensory act? I put it to those 
who have studied the proposals of the 
Irish Convention, Is there any differ- 
ence between those proposals and the 
Home Rule act of 1914 sufficiently 
grave to justify the stress and strain of 
a new parliamentary struggle? Is it a, 
light thing at this moment to revive all

The method: by which the two meas- 
ures have been handled from the Treas- 
ury bench, conscription being given pre- 
cedence at first and then Home Rule be- 
ing shoved forward, justified the theory 
of divided councils. 


Dunraven Offends Limerick. 

If the Irish question could be strictly 
confined within the limits of politics, the 
Prime Minister’s political strategy, of 
which he himself has spoken in appre- 
ciative terms, might achieve success.

Hindenburg Holds Out Hope of 
‘Fresh Prosperity’—Zimmermann 
for Forcibly Extending Colonies. 


- AMSTERDAM, May 6.—*‘‘ The last few 
months have brought us successes which 
will matertally influence the world’s de 
velopment in the next few decades,” says 
a telegram sent by Emperor William in

AMERICANS GET WAR CROSS. 


Four, Including Brooklyn Man, Dec- 
‘orated at Hospital Near Verdun. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 6, (Associated Press.)— 
One American officer and three pri- 
vates received the Cross of War at a 
hospital near Verdun last evening for 
gallantry displayed in the recent raid 
by German shock troops on American 
positions. The awards were made by a 
French General, who was accompanied 
by an American General. 

The soldiers decorated are: Lieutenant 
Harry J. Kelly, Ottawa, Ill., and Pri- 
vates Dewey D. Smith, Steens, Miss.; 
George A. Hopkins, Baltimore, Md., ‘and 
Aloysius Brown, 316 East Twenty-ninth 
Street, Bréoklyn, N. Y: 

Lieutenant Kelly and Private Brown 
are cited in an army order, receiving 
a palm with the medal. The other pri- 
vates are cited‘ in the corps . orders., 
Lieutenant Kelly and Privates Brown 
and Hopkins each lost a leg. Kelly’s 
citation reads: 7 

** Wounded in ,both legs and made 

risoner by five of the enemy, he brave- 

y defended himself and escaped with 
the aid of a few men who had run to 
his assistance. Wounded again, he had 
to spend the entire night at a trench 
end before it was evacuated.” . 

Lieutenant Kelly. was a reserve officer 
at Fort Sheridan, Private Hopkins is 
a Spanish-American War veteran and 
has a son in France. He was c‘ted as a 
model of bravery. Private’ Brown's 
citation reads: 

“He valiantly performed his duty 
during the German assault. He killed 
two Germans wi his own hand when 
seven surrounded him and demanded 
that he surrender.” 

Private Smith was wounded while 
bravely defending his post. 

The presentation took place in the 
ward of the hospital where the men are 
being treated, the medals being pinned 
upon their pajamas.

SOCIALIST PRESS CRITICAL 


Reports Party Leaders Dissatisfied 
with the American Dele- 
gates’ Attitude. 


PARIS, May 6.—President Poincaré 
in receiving the members of the Ameri- 
can Labor Mission today said it was a 
great advantage that so many branches 
of industry were represented by the 
mission. In speaking of the war, he 
said: : 

‘‘ France is a peace-loving nation, be- 
lHeving in the triumph of right over 
might. It.is not a question of Alsace- 
Lorraine, but a question of militarism 


‘against democracy.” 


Professor Arthur O. Lovejoy of Johns 
Hopkins University, replying in French, 
said: 

‘‘ America has.learned a great lesson 
and is now wholeheartedly in the war. 
The efforts: of France shall not be in 
vain. The American youth mustered 
into the army will fight to retrieve the 
losses. There can be no peace until the 
end of German militarism.”’ 

Members of the American delegation 
representing labor organizations had a 
conference extending over an hour and 
a half this morning at the headquarters 
of the Labor Federation with Léon 
Jouhaux, Secretary of the Federation; 
Albert Thomas, ex-Minister of Muni- 
tions, and other labor and Socialist lead- 
ersy The meeting was private, but it. 
is understood from. conversation with 
the membors that the rQle of labor del- 
egates in the eventual peace conference 
and the question of an international la- 
bor. conference’ were discussed. 

James Wilson, one of the American 
party, said that after hearing the views 
of French leaders he had been impressed 
by the unity of the ideas among Social- 
ists in the different Allied countries on 
the subjects under discussion. He said 
he would report the views expressed to 
the American unions on his return to the 
United States. : 

Socialist party leaders are said by the

THE TUCKAHOE. 

The launching of the Tuckahoe 
twenty-seven days after the laying:of 
her keel was such a remarkable 
achievement that the Clyde may, geome 
to be known, without disparagement, 
as the British Delaware, for the =. 
put of the shipyards of our America 
river is going to astonish the world 
in the next two or three years. The 
Tuckahoe is both a pattern and a prec- 
edent, but not long: will she hold the 
record. President NEELAND of the 
New York Shipbuilding Corporation 
says that she was built under handi- 
caps; a freighter of 8,800 tons waiting 
for her sternpost was an incumbrance 
on the other side of a double way, and 
there was only one overhead crane to 
swing material into position on the 
growing fabric of the Tuckahoe. But 
even under these disadvantages. she 
was in the water in three hours more 
than twenty-seven days with her fun- 
nel, bridge, and masts in place. 

In another fortnight the new steel 
vessel will be ready to take on her first 
cargo for France. The launching of a 
ship for the. great American fleet des- 
tined to make submarine raiding in- 
effective will soon ‘be too familiar an 
incident to call for comment. As Ad- 
miral Bowles said on Sunday: 

‘Nothing was done in building the 
Tuckahoe that,cannot be done over 
and over again in any shipyard in the 
country. It !s only a question of 
careful organization and planning, 
good teamwork and ample supplies of 
material. 

With Mr. SCHWAB in command there 
will always be thorough organization. 
The zeal of the men in their tasks, 
their friendly rivalry, and the feeling, 
to quote Vice President Prez of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, -that 
they “ are factors in the winning of 
the war like soldiers in the trenches,” 
will. assure team work. Supplying 
material is the concern of the mills, 
and here, as in its transportation, 
there must be eternal vigilance if ships 
are to slide continuously down the 
ways. There must be no more holding 
up of production, nor can delays in 
delivery because of freight congestion 
be tolerated. 

The Fuel Administrator and the Di- 
rector General of Rallroads are not 
supposed to have a hand in the build- 
ing of ships, but unless the steel 
plants, factories, and railroads have a 
steady supply of coal, and unless the 
transportation problem is handled with. 
Napoleonic judgment, there will bea 
return to the old exasperating condi- 
tion of workers twiddling their thumbs 
while waiting for steel’ plates. The 
yards are ready to lay keels and break 
records. Let‘it not be, said that suc- 
cess is jeopardized by dilatory work 
at.the. mariufacturing plants or by 
shortage of fuel,and- transportation.

PROTESTING BY. BOYCOTT. 
' Germans who hope to regain their 
foreign trade after the war should 


by the British Seamen's Union. ‘It 
was suggested by the murder of sail- 
ors on unarmed ‘merchant ‘ships by 
submarine gunmen. When the union's 
President, J.  HAvmtocks WILSON, 
wrote in protest to officers of a’ sim- 
ilar union in’ Germany, they sought 
in reply to justify the crimes.

In the palace of Westminster there stands 
@ tablet in a conspicuous place. which says 
to the people:’ ‘‘ Here was beheaded Charles, 
King of England, for having usurped the 
liberties of the English people.” 

Every time British sovereigns proceed to 
the palace of Westminster to proclaim the 
opening or closing of Parliament they pass 
before that tablet. 

It is my intention to propose to the 
forthcoming National Assembly that a 
marble tablet. be set up in this. hall in 
such a position that the King, on coming 
here, may see it, and that it be inscribed: 

“ King Constantine having dissolved for 
the second time the Chamber of 1915, in 
order to impose a personal policy, lost the 
throne, while the dissolved Chamber, recon- 
voked, continued to perform its constitu- 
tional duties.” 

Let us hope that it will not be long 
before the Austrian Reichsrath resumes 
‘‘ its constitutional duties ’’ under sim- 
flar conditions. G. C.

I read in your issue of today, under ‘‘ Be- 
lieve..Germany Has: Stocks of Vanedium,’”’ 
that analysis\of fragments of shells: flung -by: 
the German ‘long-range guns ‘into Paris shows 
that the walls of ‘the ‘projectties contained a 
considerable quantity of vanadium. This fact 
does not surprise me, 

The sources of Vanadium: from which Ger- 
many may be getting this useful element, ao 
important in connection with the making of 
special steels and allied war. materials, are 
many, and ao not leave muen ‘ground. for 
speculation, as those sources are generally 
known, besides the ferro-vanadium taken prior 
to the war by the Deutschland, or imported 
from Sweden at a later date. Spain has po- 
tential sources of vanaditm ores. It*is prob- 
able that from this source some vanadium 
ores. and concentrates find their way to 
Germany. Both Germany and Austria are 
not devoid of native vanadium ores, These 
are found in commercial quantity in Rheinish’ 
Bavaria, in Saxony, and in many other places 
throughout Germany. Vanadium ores are 
also widely distributed fn, the Joachimsthal 
mines, and in several other Austrian mining 
districts. ; 
+» The intensive working of these known de- 
posits, situated within the borders of the 
Central Empires, easily explains the origin 
of the vanadium used by Germany, besides 
that of any,consignments which may yet be 
obtained by secret channels,

CALLS FEDERAL POLICY - 
MENACE TO MEDICINE 


Dr. Blamer Says Attitude of Sar- 
geon General's Office to Medi- 
“ical Schools Is Serious.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 6.—The 
medical profession .of, the future ‘is 
threatened by an existing uncertain Gov- 


ernment policy, Dr.. George Blumer, 
professor of Yale University, told the 
American’ Society for Clinical Investiga- 
tion today at the annual convention at 
the Hotel Traymore. Dr. Blumer is the 
retiring President of the’ society: - 

“ The. period of general dissatisfaction, 
of general hypersensitiveness, to some 
extent hysteria, will result in the frui- 
tion of many important reforms,’’ he 
said. . Dr. Blumer ‘urged delegates to 
give the ow gysney situation their: full 
attention and ag the changes in the 
right course. r. Blumer said in part: 

‘On the one ‘hand. the authoriti at 
Washington«have insisted: that -medical 
schools Must be maintained in an ef- 
ficient condition, while on the other 
hand the same authorities have con- 
sistently depleted the schools of their 
normal teaching forces. A recent docu- 
ment from: the Surgeon General's of- 
fice, full of unconscious. humor, requests 
information as to the number of stu- 
dents who can be efficiently taught and 
indicates: that the chools” of depleting 
the staffs of the schools is to continue 
and the decimated ranks of te ers 
must be filled by women, cripples, and 
dotards. 

“The policy which has been adopted 
not.only makes for inefficiency but also 
for unrest.

TO CURTAIL COURSES 





3 Enlistments Decrease Income and | 


Cause $150,000 Redaction 
for Appropriation. 


. A -reduction of $150,000 in the appro- 
priation for ‘‘ educational administration 
and instruction * at Columbia University 
was voted yesterday by the Board of 
Trustees, when they adopted the budget 
for the year 1918-1919. This curtailment 
in the largest item on a total budget of 
nearly $4,000,000 was made in anticipa- 
tion of the $200,000 deficit which the uni- 
versity: faces ‘because of the large falling 
off in registration occasioned by the war.. 

The cut in the appropriation was made 
after a committee composed of the. heads 
of the several Faculties had carefully 
considered the prospects for next year 
and concluded that a consolidation of 
some courses and a discontinuation © of 
others should be made ‘‘ with the. least 
possible impairment of the university’s

The annyal report of the New York 
Central Railroad Company shows’ that 
in 1917, like practically every other im- 
portant railroad system, this cempany 
combined a large increase in its gross 
revenues-the largest in the histcry of 
the road—with a proportionately even 
greater decrease in its net income.
